SUPREME CouRT DECISIONS.—We 
ublished in our Tuesday’s issue a 
rief synopsis of the Supreme Court 

decesions, but the following from the 
State Agricultural Journal gives more 
information as to the cases : 

City of Wilmington vs. Samuel L. 
Yopp, from New Hanover county. 
The Act of 1854-’55, chapter 248, en- 
titled ‘‘An Act to empower the Com- 
missieners of the town of Wilming- 
ton to establish streets in said town, 
and for other purposes,’’ confers upon 


the city of Wilmington (the city hav- | 


ing secceeded to all the rights of the 
town,) the power to assess upon the 
owner of a house and lot in the city, 
the values to such owner, of a pave- 
ment constructed by the city, in front 
of such house and lot, there being 
nothing in the Constitution of the 
State which forbids such legislation. 

State vs. John Allen Ketchey— 
Petition for cetiorari. The defendant 
was convicted and sentenced to be 
hung. From that judgment he ap- 
pealed to this Court, which, at its last 
term, declared that there was no er- 
ror in the conviction ; and directed 
that it be so certified to the Court be- 
:0W, in order that the Court below 
might proceed to judgment and exe- 
cution. ‘The Clerk of this Court did, 
under his hand and seal of office, 
certify to the Court below the decis- 
ion of this Court, and also enclosed 
with the certificate a copy of the 
opinion of this Court, as drawn out 
at length by one of its Justices; but 
to this copy of the opinion there was 
not either the signature of the Clerk 
or the seal of his office. Held: that 
the Clerk’s seal and signature to the 
opinion was not necessary. Petition 
for certiorari refused. 

Howell vs. Harrell, from Martin 
county.—Plaintiff moved in the court 
below to set aside a judgment which 
had been obtained against him by 
surprise, &c., under C. C. P., section 
133. The motion was made in due 
time, and asa procedure was right. 
In deference to the opinion of the 
judge, on the form of the application, 

e abandoned it and commenced a 
civil action, which the Judge consi- 
dered wrong as to form. In deference 
te the opinion of the judge, he then 
abandoned this action, and moved to 
re-instate his original motion, which. 
as more than a year had passed since 
the judgment, the Judge considered 
he could not ailow. 

Held: that the Judge in the Court 
below erred it aot ailowing the re- 
instatement of the original motion. 

Bond vs. Coke, from Chowan 
county.—A conveyed a tract of land 
to B as trust to secure certain debts. 
Subsequently A built a gin-house on 
the land, in which he fastened a gin 
and press. Afterwards B, the trustee, 
sold and conveyed the land in fee- 
simple to C. Held that the title to 
the gin and press "ere to C not- 
withstanding verbal statements at 
B’s sale that the fixtures were ex- 
cepted from sale.

Globe Ins. Co., from Tyrrel] ocunty. 


—A, an application for insurance on. 


a stock of goods, in answer to the 
question printed on the blank appli- 
cation, ‘‘How often is an inventory 
of stock taken ?’’ replied **Once in 
three months.’’?’ The stock of goods 
was burned 4th April, and the last 
inventory had been taken Ist January 
preceeding. Held: that the failure 
of A to make the inveutory on the 
[Ist day of April did not defeat his 
right to recovery from the Insurance 
Company. 


THE ENTERTAINMENT TO BE GIv- 
EN BY THE ORPHANS.—AsS already 
announoed through the advertising 
columns of the NEws, the orphans of 
the Oxford Asylum, or a number of 
them, will give a series of entertain- 
ments next week at Wake Forest, 
Tucker Hall, in this city, and at the 
Grand Stand on the Fair Grounds. 
The price of these entertainments are 
put down to such a small price for 
admission that unless they are large- 
ly patronized they will not be able to 
pay expenses. The Asylum is dis- 
tressingly in need of funds, there be- 
ing 135 children at present, with no 
funds in the treasury. Immediate 
relief is required, and we cannot be- 
lieve eur people will withhold their 
aid.
